Pioneer Reunion 


AKE IT FROM the Scribe of the 

Pioneers, Harry W. Wagner ‘07, 
the reunion at College Hill this year 
“held so many high lights that there 
was actually no room for low lights.” 
And Harry goes on to say that “you 
really missed something outstanding 
in the life of your college” if you 
did not attend. 

Now, of course, he is referring to 
the “Judy Reunion” —that unique 
get together of oldtime school pals 
from the classes of 1904 through 
1911—-which was suggested and pro- 
moted (with the help of the Alumni 
Office) by Will Judy, a member of 
the Juniata Academy class of 1907 
and the college class of 1911. 

But the group of old-timers which 
gathered was just about the “gayest 
and gaudiest bunch of laddies and 
lassies that you would want to find” 
and that seemed to permeate the 
entire group of alumni on campus. 
The weatherman rolled out a bright 
and sunny piece of carpet to help. 

Scribe Harry reported that “Judy 
was in fine fettle . . . he just radi- 
ated energy, pleasure, good will and 
generosity. Furthermore, he brought 
with him his titian-haired wife and 
she just seemed to cast a golden 
aurora over the whole occasion.” 


The Real Climax 


een THE REUNION, Mr. Wag- 
ner pointed out that “the real 
climax was the unseen heart-throbs 
of the pioneers.” He pointed to the 
“glow of their eyes, the tremor of 
their voices and the lingering clasp 
of their hands.” Their average age 
was 73! 

As a result of the success of the 
reunion, there is a strong possibility

of “The Pioneers.” In this group 
would be included only those who 
had attended Juniata fifty or more 
years ago—and the welcome mat 
would be out each Alumni Day.

Confer Honorary D.D. Degrees on Two 


of Nee COLLEGE recognized its church relationship by conferring honorary 
degrees on a prominent layman of the Church of the Brethren and a 
Presbyterian minister-administrator, who is an alumnus of the college, at 
June commencement. Dean Morley Mays read the citations: 


WILMER NEWTON LONG 


The emphasis of this Commencement 
occasion makes it appropriate for Juniata 
College to honor one whose life and ances- 
try have been intimately associated with 
the Church of the Brethren. To few men 
are given the talents of mind and the 
amenities of spirit which in WILMER 
NEWTON LONG flower as the finest ex- 
pression of Brethren life and history. 

He brings together in the living reality 
of dedicated personality qualities of char- 
acter which ordinarily lie far apart. As 
was so often true of the earlier leaders 
among the Brethren, he is a leader in the 
church at the same time that he is suc- 
cessful in the world of business and pub- 
lic affairs. He combines affability and dig- 
nity; his maturity is tempered by youth- 
fulness of spirit. He is both gentle and 


firm, a man of convictions graciously held. 


He will be remembered as the lay 
statesman of the Church of the Brethren 
who more than any other developed the 
urban pattern of church extension for a 
denomination which through most of its 
history was predominantly rural. 

WILMER NEWTON LONG is already 
a son of Juniata by virtue of 35 years of 
membership on the Board of Trustees.

Throughout the history of Juniata Col- 
lege there have come to this campus 
many men and women of diverse religious 
persuasions. This diversity has been a 
source of enrichment to all who as students 
and faculty have been sensitively respon- 
sive to religious values. At the same time 
that Juniata College has represented the 
outlook and the committments of the 
Church of the Brethren, it has been a 
witness to the inclusive fellowship of the 
larger Christian community. 

JOSEPH MacCARROLL is one of those 
who came to Juniata in preparation for a 
life of service reaching to the highest coun- 
cils of his denomination. His loyalty has 
remained undiminished as his recognition 
within his own communion has grown 
apace. Today he is known as the leading 
Presbyterian clergyman to have been grad- 
uated from Juniata College. As assistant 


to the Stated Clerk of the General Assem- 


bly of the United Presbyterian Church in 
the United States of America, he occupies 
a position which magnifies his great gifts 
of leadership, and the training and ex- 
perience which gave them mature and in- 
fluential expression. 

In his present position as Assistant to 
the President of Princeton Theological 
Seminary, he is helping to build the re-

day, June 2 by Dr. Paul H. Bowman, 
a senior leader of the Church of 
the Brethren in its 250th anniversary 
year. 

Dr. Bowman, president emeritus 
of Bridgewater, (Va.) College, em- 
phasized the Brethren belief that 
“human beings are organic creatures 
and not merely spare parts to be 
meshed into our industrial and poli- 
tical structure.” 


Two honorary doctor of divinity 
degrees and 119 bachelor’s degrees 
were conferred by Dr. Calvert N. 
Ellis, president, at the close of Juni- 
ata’s 82nd year. 

Degrees were awarded to W. 
Newton Long, Baltimore, Md., for 
his long-time leadership as a layman 
in the Church of the Brethren, and 
to the Rev. Joseph MacCarroll, Tren- 
ton, N. J., assistant to the president 
of Princeton Seminary, as Juniata 
recognized its relationship to the 
church. 

In addition, 42 seniors were 
awarded bachelor of arts and 77 
bachelor of science degrees. There 
were 71 men and 48 women in the 
class.

Campus 
Viewpoint

of the past year. 


NTEREST IN JUNIATA student gov- 

ernment was given a boost this 
spring with the election of Don 
Shover to the new 13th Senate chair 
of educational activities. The for- 
mation of the chairmanship was ov- 
erwhelmingly approved by the stu- 
dents in a referendum F ebruary 21. 
This marks the entrance of student 
government into a new and perhaps 
the most important phase of college 
life—the academic. Shover, who 
will have monthly meetings with 
Dean of the College Morley Mays, 
will act as spokesman for the stu- 
dents concerning educational activi- 
ties on campus. 


The new chairman was kept busy: 


this spring organizing comprehen- 
sive exam study groups and admin- 
istering the student proctoring pro- 
gram for hour exams. In May the 
faculty approved the Senate pro- 
posal that student proctors be used 
for final exams. This will go into 
effect beginning next semester and 
represents another advance toward 
full student responsibility in the 
honor system. Shover’s biggest job, 
perhaps, will appear in the fall when 
he will administer the freshman 
academic aid program.

Jeers OVER to the judicial phase 
of student government, we find 
the Campus Judiciary has shown 
steady progress in the second year 
of its young life. By assuming some 
former strictly administrative duties, 


the Judiciary is helping to close the 
traditional gap between students 
and administration. By relieving the 
Administration of some of its police 
force duties, it is creating a deeper 
appreciation and understanding be- 
tween it and the students. 


At the close of its term, the 1957- 
08 Judiciary developed an improved 
procedure which it recommended to 
the incoming Judiciary as a by-law 
to the existing constitution. It sug- 
gested a hearing to precede the trial, 
a kind of run-down to determine if 
there is enough evidence to warrant 
a trial. The Judiciary then will de- 
cide whether the evidence produced 
by the referrer and his witnesses will 
support a case, what the charge will 
be and whether it will be considered 
a major or minor offence. It is ex- 
pected that the incoming Judiciary 
will adopt this plan.

N THE LIGHTER SIDE, it seems that 

this spring the men, not to be 
outdone by the opposite sex, have 
gone all out in wearing the very col- 
legiate bermuda shorts. A group 
created quite a storm one evening 
when it appeared for dinner in the 
dining hall dressed in white shirts, 
ties and bermuda shorts. Since then 
a controversy has been raging as to 
whether men’s bermudas are proper 
attire for the dining hall. A formal 
debate was even held to resolve the 
issue, but as yet no ruling has been 
made. 

The acquisition of a new alma 
mater is another topic left somewhat 
unresolved. A new one has been 
composed but not fully accepted due 
to the decidedly unfavorable report 
from the music faculty. The Senate 


decided to merely introduce it as an- 
other school song and see how it is 
accepted by the student body. If 
student reaction js definitely favor- 
able, the Senate feels inclined to go 
ahead with its adoption.

mented with big business tactics 
this spring by “going on strike” for 
improved space and equipment for 
which they had been petitioning the 
administration for several months. 
Since the club is responsible for most 
of the campus photography, their re- 
fusal to take or develop any pictures 
was acutely felt on campus, especial- 
ly by the Juniatian which depends 
on the camera club for all its pho- 
tography. 

Whether the strike was effective 
or whether the administration just 
finally saw its way clear to meet the 
club’s request is debatable. At any 
rate, by September club members 
will be able to move into new facil- 
ities in the basement of the F aculty 
Club, which will include two en- 
larging rooms, a darkroom, a studio 
and an office. With these greatly im- 
proved facilities, the club will no 
longer have to limit its membership, 
and is planning to begin a school 
in photography which will be open 
to all students.

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Juniata Alumni Fund Report 


Giving Soars to High of $82,191, 
Gifts to College Total $212,457 


Ae GIVING soared to another new high at the Col- 
lege this year with $82,191.83 contributed to the 
Juniata Alumni Fund as alumni, parents and friends of 
the ccllege recognized the need for increased support 
cf higher education. 

All in all, 1,141 alumni and friends were reported by 
Alumni Secretary Harold Brumbaugh °33, as contrib- 
uting slightly more than 38 per cent of the exceptionally 
high grand total of $212,457.93 obtained from all sourc- 
es to bolster the current “l0-Year Build Juniata” 
program as it passed the mid-point. 

This year’s contributions boosted the six-year total 
to $942,949, according to figures compiled by Charles 
Bargerstock "47, director of development. Alumni have 
contributed $389,282 of this total. 

Not only were alumni in a record-breaking mood 
for total amount, but they also set another new mark 
when the average contribution hit an all-time high of 
$72.03. This surpassed last year’s former high of $61. 

The race for top honors among all classes in amount 
contributed was won by 1906 with a total of $5,354 to 
edge 1909’s total of $5,080. These “old-timers” took 
over the top spot held in recent years by 1921 and 1930. 

The Class of. 09 rated tops in average amount con- 
tributed with a whopping high of $1,693.33. Second 
place went to 1906; third to 1921. 


Later classes are making a good run of the race for 
number of contributions with Rex Hershberger’s Class 
of 1950 leading the pack with 49. Runner-up was 1949 
with 39 and in third spot was 1952 with 36. 

The top ten by participation are divided into two 
groups. Classes of 1880 and 1883 contributed 100 per- 
cent to lead the group from 1880 to 1919. 

Setting the pace for the group of classes from 1920 
to 1958 was 1921 with a high of 46 percent of its total

members contributing. In second was 1927 with 43 
percent and in third was 1931 with 39 percent. 


The College also received $97,050 from industry and 
foundation gifts during the year. These were listed by 
Mr. Bargerstock as follows: Dow Chemical Co.; E. I. 
duPont deNemours and Co.; The Ford Foundation; 
Foundation of Independent Colleges (Pennsylvania ); 
General Electric Educational Foundation; Household 
Finance Corp.; Miller Hardware Co.; Owens-Corning 
Fiberglas Corp.; Pitcairn-Crabbe Foundation; Shen- 
ango Furnance Co.; Smith, Kline and French; Standard 
Oil Co.; Towers, Perrin, Forster and Crosby. 


In addition to these funds, the college obtained $15,- 
320.74 through its campaign among Church of the 
Brethren contributors under Clarence H. Rosenberger

T= EARTH SATELLITE program has 
been drawing on the result of 
years of research by analytical chem- 
ists. 

So reads a report in the April 1958 
issue of Analytical Chemistry in 
which Dean I. Walter ’40, head of 
the Analytical Chemistry Branch of 
the Naval Research Laboratory, is 
given prominent attention.

Growth in Arizona 


HE PRESBYTERIAN church moved 

into a resort area in Arizona in 
1956 and the Rey. Herbert P. Landes 
42 was called to Scottsdale to es- 
tablish a congregation. 

In March of 1956 he and 70 char- 
ter members formed the Valley 
Presbyterian Church. By the end of 
1956, the Valley Church was self- 
supporting. One year after the 
church’s founding, the congregation 
held a building fund campaign and 
raised more than $140,000 in cash 
and pledges. 

The church passed the 500 mark 
in membership early this year and 
in March, 1958, it broke ground 
for a 300-seat temporary sanctuary 
and a 22-room church-school and of- 
fice building.

In its report on Arizona, the Pres- 
byterian magazine points out that 
“there’s no question about -it, the 
southern half of the nation’s young- 
est state (now second to Alaska), is 
one of the world’s greatest boom 
areas. 

And in the midst of all the incredi- 
ble hustle and bustle of the boom 
area, the churches are moving fast, 
too. Keeping pace is the Rev. Mr. 
Landes and his Presbyterian church.

Study of Sawflies 


A SCIENTIFIC study of a small group 
of primitive sawflies of the 
northern hemisphere—considered an 





important contribution in the field 
of entomology—has been published 
by Dr. Woodrow W. Middlekauff 
35. 


Known as a monograph, the pub- 
lication has been issued by the Uni- 
versity of California Press. Its offi- 
cial title: “The North American Saw- 
flies of the Genera Acantholyda, 
Cephalcia, and Neurotoma (Hymen- 
optera, Pamphiliidae ).” 

Dr. Middlekauff, a brother of the 
Rev. John C. Middlekauff 33, Hunt- 
ingdon, is a specialist in insect con- 
trol as associate professor of en- 
tomology and parasitology, Universi- 
ty of California. 

Special recognition is given to Dr. 
Homer C. Will, professor of biology 
at Juniata College, whose collection 
was among those studied by Dr. 
Middlekauff. One of the unique spe- 
cies has been named for Professor 
Will who taught Dr. Middlekauff his 
first course in entomology and “who 
instilled in me an interest in the saw- 
flies.”

MONG THE TRIBUTES to the late D. 

Raymond Sollenberger 725, who 
devoted his life to promoting the 
cause of education and the improve- 
ment of the welfare of teachers, was 
one in the Pennsylvania School Jour- 
nal in April 1958. It read in part: 

“Mr: Sollenberger was a member 
of the General Assembly from Blair 
County for sixteen years from 1936 
to 1952. Always he was interested in 
education, his chosen profession, and 
for many years was a member of the 
House Education Committee. His 
interest and leadership in education- 
al legislation in the General Assem- 
bly won for him the chairmanship of 
the powerful House Committee on 
Education. 

“It was as a member of this Com- 
mittee and as chairman that he spon- 
sored much of the legislation intro- 
duced by the PSEA. All of the sal- 
ary and subsidy bills of the PSEA 
intrcduced during his service in the 
House carried his name as sponsor 
or co-sponsor. 

“The members of our Association 
are indebted in large measure to 
him for the success of this legisla- 
tion.
